Registrar of Voters Says ‘Ves’ 


Should States Lower Voting Age?

President Lyndon Johnson’s 
proposal to reduce the voting age 
to 18 drew varied reactions here at 
Santa Ana College and the sur- 
rounding area this week. 

He urged all states to give serious 
consideration to the reduction of the vot- 
ing age ‘to 18, one of 21 proposals from 
the Commission on Registration and Vot- 
ing Participation. 

It was the consensus of Don students 
that at 18 an individual is not yet ready to 
cast an intelligent vote. However, two 
adults seem to think students are short 


changing themselves. 

David Hartman, social science chair- 
man, said: 

“In order to stimulate the idea that 
each individual is important, we should 
keep the limits on voting as few as possi- 
ble. On that idea alone I believe 18 is a 
preferred age.” 


Hartman based his opinion on the © 


factors ‘of different maturation rates of 
people and education, both formal and in- 
formal. “To hold that 21 is a. superior 
age is unfounded,’ he said. 

President Johnson believes obstacles 
to the ballot box should be eliminated as 
much as possible. 


At this time only four states have 


age requirements under 21. In Georgia 
and Kentucky the voting age is 18, while 
in Alaska it is 19 and Hawaii it is 20. 


William St. John, county clerk and 
registrar of voters, said “Academically, 
18-year-olds have a greater knowledge of 
the mechanics of government than some 
older persons. 


“The problem is one of continuing 
interest, and if at 18 they are given the 
responsibility of voting,. individuals will 
probably be able to keep their interest,” 
stated St. John. 


“Young adults don’t really become 
interested until they are married and 
start paying taxes,” remarked St. John. 


St. John feels individuals have a

keen interest in government at 18, but 
lose it.as they grow older. The responsi- 
bility of voting at 18- would foster inter- 
est, St. John believes. 


Hartman concurs with the opinion of 
St. John. Hartman thinks it would be a 
vote of confidence for .18-year-olds to 
vote. A community would expect them to 
become more responsible, Hartman ex- 
plained. 


“The young person of today is much 


better qualified than his forebearers,”’ 
Hartman stated. 


“If a man can serve his country, and 
perhaps die for his country, then he 
should be able to vote for his leaders,” 
concluded St. John.

“As things stand now, yes,’ 
remarked John Schmitz, Santa 
Ana College philosophy and 
political science instructor. ‘He 
is obviously the front runner,” 
Schmitz added. 

Schmitz, however, feels it is 
too difficult to say whether 
Goldwater will defeat President 
Johnson, the likely candidate of 
the Democratic camp. 

WANTS. CHANGE 


“T hope for a change in admin- 
istrations,’”’ he admitted. 

“T agree with Goldwater that 
Johnson’s seeming conservatism 
is a coverup, a smoke screen for 
a continuation of the same polic- 
ies for the last 30 years,” Schmitz 
declared. 

Jean Shea, president of the 
SAC Young Republicans, said 
the organization feels Goldwater 
is the man in 1964. Miss Shea 
thinks he has a good chance to 
win the election. 

Schmitz feels New York Gov. 
Nelson Rockefeller will offer 
Goldwater the most opposition 
for the Republican nomination 
because he is the only other an- 
nounced candidate. 

DOUBTS NIXON 


“I feel if (Richard) Nixon 
throws his hat inthe ring, he will 
offer more opposition than 
Rockefeller,” Schmitz stated. “I 
don’t think Nixon will get in the 
race because of his seeming 
friendship with Rockefeller. 


“Tf there is a deadlock, he will 
probably offer himself as a com- 
promise candidate at the national 
convention,” concluded Schmitz. 

From all indications and polls 
Goldwater will get the GOP 
nomination. Recent surveys have 
revealed that he has taken a 
downward dip from polls conduct- 
ed earlier. 


Earlier polls of Republican 
leaders showed Goldwater was 
the overwhelming choice, but 
recently stock in Nixon has swell- 
ed. Goldwater, however, is still 
the choice by.a wide margin. 

The big question is whether 
there will be enough conserva- 
tives: to make Au H20-64 a 
reality.
